CAIRO, Egypt, June 6.—(AP)—Royal Air Force bomb- 
ers destroyed an Italian plane on Aleppo airdrome in Syria

The presence of the Italian planes at the northern 
Syrian air base led informed quariers to believe these craft 
were being sent from the island of Rhodes in the Dodecan- 
ese. They said this theory was strengthened by the same 
R.A.F. war bulletin that told of another raid yesterday on 
Rhodes itself. 

The attack was the fourth on Aleppo and the 17th 
against Syrian objectives since Britain learned the Germans 
were using airdromes there as way stops en route to Iraq.
